Attacked Wednesday 

Cairo, Nov, 21.—Manifestations of 
sympathy were everywhere apparent 
today over the death of Major Gen- 
eral Sir Lee Stack, governor-general 
of the Sudan and the sirdar of the 
Egyptian army. Flags were half- 
masted throughout the city, tokens of 
mourning being seen on all buildings 
from the humblest shop to the great 
houses, government buildings, lega- 
tions and consulates. 

The sirdar died late last night, 
succumbing to the wounds suffered 
Wednesday when he was attacked by 
a group of men with revolvers and 
bombs. It is understood the funeral 
will be held tomorrow morning. 

Tense, Feeling In London 

London, Nov. 21.—The announce- 
ment from Cairo of the death of 
Major General Sir Lee Stack has 
aroused tense feeling in London. The 
British cabinet held a specially sum- 
moned council yesterday to discuss 
the outrage and policy to be followed.

ALBERTA HOTEL MEN WANT 
RIGHT TO IMPORT BEER 


Calgary, Alta., Nov. 24.—Importa- 
tion of beer from outside the province. 

Punishment of minors and_ inter- 
dicts. 

Change in sections of liquor act 
which now constitute accused guilty 
until proved innocent. 

Rescind sections _ providing 
search without warrant. 

The foregoing are some of the chief 
subjects that were discussed by more 
than 150 Alberta hotel men on Mon- 
day afternoon at the third annual con- 
vention of the Alberta Hotel Associa- 
tion. The meeting was held in the 
Palliser Hotel and was declared by 
members of the organization to be the 
best attended and most enthusiastic 
that has ever been called. The meet- 
ing was not open to the press. 

A committee gave out a statement 
following the deliberations. The din- 
ner given in honor of the hotel men 
by the Alberta Brewers, which took 
place in the evening, concluded the 
convention. 

As a result of the meeting a legisla- 
tive committee, consisting of all the 
elected officers, will present the views 
of the association members to the 
Alberta government.

The field men at work on the pres- 
ent survey have been given instruc- 
tions to confine their investigations 
strictly to the area so defined, the 
idea being that that block of country 
shall be studied experimentally and 
if the scheme works out satisfactorily 
it may then be applied to other dis- 
tricts in which conditions are similar.

Dear Sir:— 

I am informed that your report of 
the Indian Convention held at Mac- 
leod recently, contained a statement 
to the effect that the writer had con- 
vinced the convention that the Govy- 
ernment had authority to lease their 


lands, even though contrary to the} 
wishes of the Indians. | 

I do not think that I made this 
statement to the Convention. I did 


state that the Government had leased | 
a part of the Peigan Reserve for a 
period of ten years, although the 
Indians themselves, had voted against 


Sec. 49, of the Indian Act, clearly 
states that no lease of a reserve shall 


be assented to by a majority of the 
Band. In 1918 an amendment to the 


Provided that whenever any land in 
the Reserve was uncultivated, and the 
Band was unable or neglected to 
cultivate the same, the Superintendent 
General, notwithstanding anything in 
the Act to the contrary, might, with- 
out a surrender by the Indians, grant 
a lease of such lands for agricultural 
or grazing purposes, In the case of 
the Lease of certain lands on the 
Peigan Reserve to the Honourable 
Archie MacLean which was under dis- 
cussion in the convention at this time, 
I do not think it can be established 
that the Indians were unable or 
neglecting to use these lands, and un- | 
less this fact can be clearly establish- | 
ed, it would appear to me that the | 
Superintendent General has exceeded | 
his authority in the granting of the 
Lease, and that the Indians are quite | 
justified in demanding cancellation of 
the lease by the Government. | 

In a letter which I have received 
from one of the Chiefs of the Peigan 
Indians, he states that the lands} 
leased to Mr. McLean, included the 
homes and farms of about one (1) 
dozen Indian families. It also in- 
cludes the Indian’s Bull Pasture, | 
which is fenced; and water and | 
shelter along the Old Man _ River! 
which the Indians used to winter | 
their stock, j 

In the face of these statements, | 
how ean it be rightfully claimed by | 
the Government, that the Indians | 
were neglecting to use these lands? 

Sub, Sec. 3 of Section 90, further | 
states that the Government may | 
lease such lands without a surrender, 
for the benefit of the Band. The 
Indians claim that this lease is not in| 
the Interests of the Band, as it pro- 
vides for the payment of only six 
cents per acre, as annual rental; 
whereas the lease is really worth 
anywhere from twenty-five to forty 
cents per acre. 

I trust that when all the facts re- 
garding this lease are known to the 
public, they will insist on the rights 
of the Indians being restored.
